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In response to the Office Action dated November 3, 2005, Applicant requests 
reconsideration of the presently-pending application for the reasons as set forth in the following 
Remarks/ Arguments. 



Claims 1-14 are pending in the present application. None of the claims were amended in 
this response. Favorable reconsideration is earnestly requested. 

Claim 1-7 and 9-14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Koskelainen (EP 11 13669 A2). Claim 8 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Koskelainen (EP 1113669A2). Applicant respectfully traverses these 
rejections. 

Applicant notes that the publication date of Koskelainen is July 4, 2001, which is 
subsequent to Applicant's claimed priority to German Applications 10047608.2 and 10103291.9 
which were filed on September 26, 2000 and January 25, 2001, respectively. Accordingly, 
Koskelainen cannot be considered prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) (see MPEP 2136.06). 

In light of the above, the Applicant respectfully submit that claims 1-14 of the present 
application are patentable over the art of record. Applicants respectfully request that a timely
